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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

1. Inokuchi, in Fig. 2B, teaches a wobble track where an abnormal track jump among the tracks can be considered as a 
disturbance/disorder period of a wobble signal as in Applicant's claims 1 , 6 and 9; 

2. a disc operation such as recording, reproducing or track jump etc., the wobble signal contained in the wobble track is disturbed 
because the optical head such as Inokuchi's moves along the track needs to switch tracks; 

3. furthermore, a tracking error generates by Inokuchi's optical head can be considered as a disturbance period of the wobble signal as 
claimed by Applicant; and 

4. Applicant states that his wobble signal is present but disturbed (page 6 of the Remarks, last 3 lines). Accordingly, Inokuchi's wobble 
track has the feature of a present but disturbed/disordered wobble signal during a switching of recording/reproducing operation where 
processes such as track jumps, switching tracks or track errors disturb a wobble signal. 
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
